Churchill Blasts Russians 
For Blocking Korean Peace 


LONDON, Nov. 11 — (B— Prime 
Minister Churchill, blasting with all 
his old wartime vigor,

night accused Russia of blocking 
peace in Korea in an attempt to 
disperse the strength of the free 
world and cripple the buildup of 
European defenses. 
Speaking in London's ancient 
bomb-scarred Guildhall, the 77- 
year-old prime minister also hail­ 
ed the election of Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and urged France 
and Germany to get together for 
the cause of European unity. 
“There has been no doubt,” he 
said, “that thus far it has been the 
policy of Moscow — for reasons 
which are obvious—to prevent an 
agreement from being reached” in

The spending program, said Mil­ 
likin, will be the key to the whole 
thing.

AND WHILE he noted that Eis­ 
enhower, once in office, will be free 
to recommend a reduced program, 
the senator didn’t appear optimis­ 
tic about the possibility of big-scale 
cuts that would open the way for 
tax reductions. 
A similar note of caution was 
sounded by Joseph M. Dodge, De­ 
troit banker who drew the assign­ 
ment at the Eisenhower conference 
of representing the President-elect 
in the Budget Bureau until inaug­ 
uration day. After that, Dodge may 
head the bureau. 
He refused to speculate on what 
the new administration may be 
able to do regarding taxes and 
spending. To do so, he said, 
would be a dangerous thing. 
Eisenhower himself pledged dur­ 
ing the cam paign,to cut both 
spending and taxes, but he didn’t 
say it could be done quickly. He 
set a goal of a $60 billion budget 
by the fiscal year starting July 1, 
1954, a reduction of more than $20 
billion from the current level.

Ohio’s legislature may be asked 
to award Circleville a municipal 
court during its next session. 
Ed Wallace, Pickaway County's 
state representative who was re­ 
turned to office here last Tues­ 
day, said he is considering the 
possibility of Introducing the bill. 
Wallace said many local persons 
have approached him here during 
the last six or eight months, urging 
him to introduce such action. 
“ I’ve only been approached by

Sniper Ridge 
Again Is Goal 
Of Commies 
SEOUL, Nov. 11 — OB—Chines* 
Reds, 1,500 strong and driving be­ 
hind one of the heaviest Red artil­ 
lery barrages of the war, charged 
Sniper Ridge from three directions 
Tuesday. 
The drive obviously is a new ma­ 
jor effort by the Reds to win back 
the latest gain made by the Allies 
in the 29-day-old battle for the 
Kumhwa ridges. 
One American military adviser 
said the hour-long kickoff barrage 
was the heaviest artillery concen­ 
tration he had ever seen. 
At 4:15 p. m,, the first Red in­ 
fantrymen advanced through com­ 
munications trenches in a drizzling 
rain and under low heavy clouds. 
The new assault came as action 
was stepped up all along the front. 
The Eighth Army said the Reds 
had suffered 1,284 casualties on the 
Eastern and Western Fronts the 
last two days. 
Meanwhile, the U. S. Eighth 
Army commander, Gen. James A. 
Van Fleet, announced at his Seoul 
headquarters that two additional 
divisions of South Korean troops 
had been activated and soon would 
be ready for combat. 
Van Fleet said the two new divi­ 
sions and six new South Korean in­ 
fantry regiments activated Satur­ 
day meant a 55,000-man increase 
in the UN fighting forces.

Americans, however, will have no say in 
this controversy. Even Mr. Churchill has 
been able to sk irt the subject, which isn’t 
very typical of him. But the one who has 
the last say is the k ey figure: Queen Eliza­ 
beth II. She has already shown that she 
can reconcile tradition with realities, and 
it would not be surprising to hear that she 
has given the royal nod, so to spek , to TV 
coverage. It would certainly mak e a lot of 
Britons happy if she did.

One is ever learning new things about 
our relations with China. Slowly the mosaic 
is being filled in showing the tragic pat­ 
tern cf errors which has brought on t he 
greatest disaster in our history. We have 
lost a war; we have lost an historic ally; 
we have become involved in the Korean 
War because of errors made in our China 
policy between 1945 and 1949. 
In “The Enemy Within,” a book on the 
Communist conquest of China by Father 
Raymond J. de Jaegher and Irene Corbally 
Kuhn, I read for the first time the story of 
Ching Nu-chi, a Chinese Communist who 
had got the job of Chief Secretary of the 
Chinese Documents Secretariat under Gen­ 
eral George Marshall. Little by little, the 
story unfolds, mostly in book s written by 
those who were on the scene or by those 
who have access to hidden documents. 
Ching Nu-chi had been a student in Chi­ 
cago. In China, he was employed by the 
American Government and serviced the 
Marshall mission in China. As he was in 
charge of everything translated from the 
Chinese, he was in a pivotal position to 
twist all the documents to favor the Chinese 
Communists. He could withhold data which 
Marshall should have seen. Subsequently, 
he wrote a book , entitled “Secret Report on 
the United States—Chiang Kai-shek Con­ 
spiracy.” This was published in Hongk ong 
in 3949. It disclosed the Communist char­ 
acter of this American employee. 
Ching Nu-chi was in a position to k now 
the plans and secrets of both the Marshall 
and Wedemeyer missions to China; in his 
book he publishes some top secret docu­ 
ments which are still unk nown to the 
American people. For approximately four 
years, this Chinese Communist was so em­ 
ployed. It is a little difficult to understand 
what our intelligence officers were doing 
when they permitted such conditions to ex­ 
ist, or were they helpless in the face of 
General George Marshall’s obvious prefer­ 
ence for Chinese Communists? 
Father de Jaegher tells of a curious ex­ 
perience with General Marshall’s office in 
Peiping. He had tried to mak e an appoint­ 
ment to see General Marshall through Cap­ 
tain Jam es Grant. He went to the head­ 
quarters in Peiping, but Captain Grant had 
gone to Muk den. Instead he encountered a 
Chinese attendant. Let me give it in Father 
de Jaegher’s words: 
“The Chinese look ed me over with curl­ 
ing lip and patronizing air. 
“ ‘The General is very busy. He won't 
be able to see you,’ he said with the faint­ 
est shade of contempt on the you. ‘Be­ 
sides,* he added, ‘he k nows whatever it is 
that you think you can tell him!* 
“This gratuitous observation made me 
quite angry. 
“ ‘How do you k now what is in my 
head?’ I ask ed him. ‘I don’t pretend to 
k now what is in yours.’ 
“He made a sarcastic rejoinder and we 
had a small argument, but I soon saw that 
he had no intention of check ing on any ap­ 
pointment Captain Grant may have made 
for me or mak ing any slightest effort in 
my behalf.

An Overdose Of Iron Tablets. 
Can Be Dangerous To A Child 


ly HERMAN N. BUNDESIN, M.D. 
WHEN & person with anemia 
needs extra iron in his diet, the 
mineral is frequently supplied in 
tablets. These m ust be used with 
care, as all medicines should, as 
there is some danger of poison­ 
ing from an overdose. 
Of course, the iron is not the 
same form as we find in a nail, 
but in the form of sulfate of iron, 
kno wn as ferrous sulfate. The 
tablets are chocolate coated, or 
candy coated, and children lik e 
them. This is the danger. 
Needless Dea ths 
In m any homes where parents 
do not realize the possible danger, 
these tablets are often k ept out 
where children can easily reach 
them. Parents would not allow 
this if they k new about the effects 
of iron poisoning. Too m any 
children have needlessly died 
from tak ing a large overdose of 
this form of iron. 
After a child has tak en too 
m any of the pills, he becomes 
pale, vomits, and has severe pain 
in the abdomen. He may collapse 
and have a collapse of the lung. 
His skin may turn blue, and blood 
ma y sometimes be seen in the 
bo wel movement. 
Causes Sho o k 
It is not k nown for sure ex­ 
actly how the iron causes these 
severe symptoms. It Is believed 
that the drug corrodes the lining 
of the stomach, causing consid­ 


erable shock . Symptoms of poi­ 
soning usually appear shortly 
after the pills are tak en. 
When It is discovered tha t a» 
child has helped himself to this 
drug, it is advisable to mak e him 
vomit or to pump out his stomach. 
Bismuth drugs tha t coat the 
stomach may also be tak en by 
mouth In order to protect the 
stomach 
lining. 
The 
doctor 
should always be called at once 
so that he can carry out the nec­ 
essary treatm ent. 
With good care and nourish­ 
ment. most victims of ferrous 
sulfate poisoning will recover. 
Safety First Rules 
Safety first rules are a “must* 
; in preventing this type of poison­ 
ing. This can be done by k eeping 
ferrous sulfate pills away from 
small children, and plainly m ark ­ 
ing the bottle “dangerous” if used 
by older children or adults. 
Iron is a great benefit if tak en 
according to the doctor’s orders. 
In k iddies’ hands, it can prove 
dangerous—even a k iller. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. T.: Is it dangerous to have 
hair removed from the upper lip? 
I have this condition and would 
lik e it corrected. 
Answer: Usually, hair on the 
lip can be carefully and safely re­ 
moved by electrolysis. However, 
your physician will be the best 
Judge to decide w hether or not it 
is possible in your case.

the same faith in him that led 
them to choose

as their

They must rely 
upon his

An Overdose Of Iron Tablets. 
Can Be Dangerous To A Child 


ly HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHEN a person with anemia 
needs extra iron in his diet, the 
mineral is frequently supplied in 
tablets. These must be used with 
care, as all medicines should, as 
there is some danger of poison­ 
ing from an overdose. 
Of course, the iron is not the 
same form as we find in a nail, 
but in the form of sulfate of iron, 
known as ferrous sulfate. The 
tablets are chocolate coated, or 
candy coated, and children like 
them. This is the danger. 
Needless Deaths 
In many homes where parents 
do not realize the possible danger, 
these tablets are often kept out 
where children can easily reach 
them. Parents would not allow 
this if they knew about the effects 
of iron poisoning. Too many 
children have needlessly died 
from taking a large overdose of 
this form of iron. 
After a child has taken too 
many of the pills, he becomes 
pale, vomits, and has severe pain 
in the abdomen. He may collapse 
and have a collapse of the lung. 
His skin may turn blue, and blood 
may sometimes be seen in the 
bowel movement. 
Causes Shock 


It Is not known for sure ex­ 
actly how the iron causes these 
severe symptoms. It is believed 
th at the drug corrodes the lining 
of the stomach, causing consid­ 


erable shock. Symptoms of poi­ 
soning usually appear shortly 
after the pills are taken. 
When it is discovered th at a. 
child has helped himself to this 
drug, it is advisable to make him 
vomit or to pump out his stomach. 
Bismuth drugs that coat the 
stomach may also be taken by 
mouth in order to protect the 
stomach 
lining. 
The 
doctor 
should always be called at once 
so that he can carry out the nec­ 
essary treatment. 
With good care and nourish­ 
ment, most victims of ferrous 
sulfate poisoning will recover. 
Safety First Rules 
Safety first rules are a “m ust” 
in preventing this type of poison­ 
ing. This can be done by keeping 
ferrous sulfate pills away from 
small children, and plainly m ark­ 
ing the bottle “dangerous” if used 
by older children or adults. 
| 
Iron is a great benefit if taken 
according to the doctor’s orders. 
In kiddies* hands, it can prove 
dangerous—even a killer. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. T.: Is It dangerous to have 
hair removed from the upper lip? 
I have this condition and would 
like it corrected. 
Answer: Usually, hair on the 
lip can be carefully and safely re­ 
moved by electrolysis. However, 
your physician will be the best 
judge to decide whether or not it 
is possible In your case.

Recalls Old 


Indian Truce 


“ Rotary Flashes,” weekly news 
bulletin circulated by Circleville 
Rotary Club, points out one of the 
most 
sig nificant 
armistices 
in 
American history was drafted and 
sig ned on Pickaway Plains. 
In its current issue, with an 
item written by Mac Noggle, the 
bulletin tells the story as follows: 
To Camp Charlotte, on the north 
bank of Scippo Creek six miles 
northeast of Cornstalk’s town at 
Black Mountain 
on 
October 19. 
1774, Lord Dunmore summoned all 
the chiefs of the Indian tribes of 
this territory to 
a council 
and to 
talk peace. 
Log an refused to g o, saying he 
was a warrior and not a counsel­ 
lor. After many speeches, articles 
of reconciliation were prepared and 
sig ned by all of the chiefs of the 
Indian confederacy except Log an. 
• • • 


HISTORIANS are almost unani­ 
mous that, thoug h Dunmore’s mo­ 
tive for coming into this part of 
Ohio was a selfish one and that his 
plan back-fired, 
he rendered 
a 
g reat service to the cause of the 
independence of the Colonies. 
There 
were 
many 
im portant 
items in this compact, but not one 
was more welcome along the fron­ 
tier than that w*hich pledg ed the 
Indian« to future peace. 
The g reat benefit to the cause of 
independence resulting from Dun­ 
more’s expedition to the Pickaway 
Plains can be easily seen.^The 
peace which the Indians made with 
the Virg inians enabled men to en­ 
list in the Continental Army. They 
would otherwise have been held at 
home to protect their families. 
Just how many of these hardy 
pioneers, who made tough sol­ 
diers and who were deadly with 
their long rifles, were released 
from the borders of the Colonies 
to Join in the fighting for inde­ 
pendence may nev er be known. 
But it is asserted there w e r e 
more than enough of them to ma­ 
terially 
strengthen 
Washington’s 
poorly equipped army. It 
is clear 
lhat Georg e Rog ers Clark’s success 
in his Northwest expedition w a s

see General Marshall at this time 
since he was leaving Peiping al­ 
most at once.” 
Apparently the Chinese Comma 
nists had so thoroug hly surrounded 
General Marshall in Peiping that it 
was difficult for othens to see him. 
This was the period when Marshall 
was org anizing truce talks similar 
to those from which we are now 
suffering in Korea. After months of 
talks and maneuvering , the Chinese 
Communists had placed themselves 
in position to hold Manchuria and 
to invade North China. 
Actually, 
General 
M arshall’s 
strateg y had accomplished for the 
Chinese 
Communists 
what 
they 
could not accomplish for t h e m- 
selves. 
Father de Jaeg her, who tells of 
these incidents as an eye-witness, 
is a Belg ian priest who has been 
a 
missionary in China and who was 
caug ht in the Communist conquest 
of China. His description of this pe­ 
riod is exciting and historically im­ 
portant. 
Father Mark Tennen writes of a 
later period in this conquest in his 
book “No Secret Is Safe—Behind 
the Bamboo Curtain.” While Father 
de Jaeg her presents the political 
and social transformation of China, 
Father Tennien g ives the human 
side of the tribulations and trials 
of an innocent people tortured by 
their own sons in the interests of 
an enemy. 
And so the story, about which so 
many official lies were told, comes 
to us in detailed truth. 
And there will be more to follow.

T here 
w ere 
m any 
im portant 
item s in this com pact, but not one 
was m ore welcome along the fron­ 
tier than that which pledged

Indian® to future peace.

peace which the Indians m ad e with 
the Virginians enabled m en to en­ 
list in the Continental A rm y.

No Vast Legions 
Or Space As He Had 
In European Battle 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11-Uft-In 
Korea, where he plans to seek a 
means of ending the stalemated 
war, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower will 
find a battle utterly unlike the con­ 
tinent-encompassing campaign he 
commanded in Europe. 
In any effort to end the dead­ 
locked conflict, he must pattern 
plans to situations he never en­ 
countered as the supreme com­ 
mander of the Western Allies. 
The

campaign

World War II was a war of move­ 
ment, of slashing forward, of con 
stantly fluid situations. Korea for 
almost a year and a half has been 
a war of fixed positions, almost the 
trench fighting of World War I. 
The battle of. Europe was won 
on the ground with divisions and 
corps and armies moving in mass, 
supported by swarms 
of planes, 
columns of tanks, a multitude of 
artillery. Korea is Indian - style 
fighting, 
individual, 
close-in, 
at 
carbine range, with the trench knife 
and bare hands often the wapons.

more than half a hundred. There 
are seven American divisions on 
the Korean front. 
As the European war reached 
its peak, the front extended vir­

The total air strength in Korea 
is secret but probably is substan­ 
tially less than a thousand com­ 
bat aircraft. 
A major factor in the victory in 
Europe, perhaps the decisive fac­
